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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to amendment filed on 1/19/05 in which claims 24-66 are 
pending. The applicant's amendments have been fully considered therefore this case is 
in condition for allowance. In addition the pending claims have been renumbered as 1- 
19, 22-43 and 20-21, respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: an enhanced 
slice predictor that chooses at least one but fewer than the n/2 of the n/2 possible 
decoding states based upon an output of the decoder and that provides the chosen 
state or states as the enhanced slice prediction as recited in claim 24. An outer decoder 
that decodes only the second data and an enhanced slice predictor that provides 
prediction output based upon the first data when the second data available and based 
upon the decoded second data when the second data available as recited in claims 33 
and 43.
